In the claims: 



1. (currently amended) A method of providing a web page to a member of a call, 
comprising the steps of> 

(i) maintaining a record of an association between stored web pages and ore- 
specified information identifying one or more potential call members: a cc e ss i ng a 
plural i ty of w e b pagos; 

e ach of th e w e b pag e s b e ing assoc i ated w i th pre sp e cified i nformat i on about 
pot e nt i a l ca ll s; 

(ii) when said call is in progress, identifying a member of said call and selecting one 
of the stored web pages based on an association in said record between said 
selected one of the stored web pages and information identifying said member of 
said call using information about th e ca ll ; and 

(Nil providing the selected web page to the a call member. 

2. (original) A method as claimed in claim 1 wherein the web pages are provided on 
behalf of a second call member to a call member.

5. (currently amended) A method as claimed in claim 4 wherein the stored web page 
is selected pr e d e f i n e d w e b s e rv e r i s acc e ss e d by setting up a data call from the 
first call member to the a pre-defined web server on which the web page is stored . 

6. (original) A method as claimed in claim 2 wherein each of the call members 
comprises a terminal connected to a communications network over which the call is 
established. 

7. (original) A method as claimed in claim 6 wherein each of said terminals comprise 
a web-browser suitable for displaying a web page on the terminal. 

8. (original) A method as claimed in claim 6 wherein web pages are stored on each 
of the terminals. 
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9. (original) A method as claimed in claim 2 which further comprises storing a 
second plurality of web pages which are to be provided on behalf of the first call 
member.

1 1 .(currently amended) A method as claimed in claim 1_ 40 wherein said 
information about identifying one or more potential call members comprises 
directory numbers.

13. (currently amended) An apparatus for providing a web page to a member of a 
call, comprising:- 

(i) a memory including a record of an association between stored web pages and 
pre-specified information identifying one or more potential call members: 

(ii) an input arranged to access said stored web pages a p l ura li ty of w e b pag e s; 
e ach of th e wob pages boing associat e d w i th pr e s e pc i fi e d i nformation about 
pot e ntia l ca l ls ; 

(iij) a processor arranged to select one of the web pages when said call is in 
progress, based on an association in said record between said selected one of the 
stored web pages and information identifying said member of said call ; using 
information about th e ca l l and 

said processor being further arranged to provide the selected web page to the a call 
member. 

14. (original) An apparatus as claimed in claim 13 which is a web server. 

15. (currently amended) An apparatus as claimed in claim 13 wherein said input 
arranged to access a plura li ty of said stored web pages is arranged to send java 
servlets to one or more backend databases where the web pages are stored. 

16. (original) A communications network comprising an apparatus as claimed in 
claim 13. 
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17. (currently amended) A computer program arranged to control an apparatus in 
order to provide a web page to a member of a call, said computer program being 
arranged to control the apparatus such that: 

(0 a reco rd is maintained of an association between stored web pages and pre- 
specified information identifying one or more potential call members:: 

(ii) when said call is in progress, identifying a member of said call and selecting one 
of the st ored web pages based on an association in said record between said 
selected one of the stored web pages and information identifying said member of 
said call : and 

(iii) providing the selected web page to a call member. 

( i ) a plural i ty of w o b pagos aro accoscod; o ach of tho wob pages boing assoc i ated 
with information about potent i al calls; and 

( ii ) ono of tho wob pag o s is sel e cted us i ng i nformation about th o call and th o 
s e l e ct e d w e b pag o is provided to th e ca l l m e mber. 

18. (original) A computer program as claimed in claim 17 which is stored on a 
computer readable medium. 

19. (currently amended) A method of displaying a web page at a telephone terminal, 
said telephone terminal comprising a web browser arranged to display web pages 
on the terminal, said method comprising the steps of:- 

(i) on initiation or receipt of a telephone call by the telephone terminal, establishing 
communication with a source that has access to a plurality of web pages, each of 
the web pages being associated i n a record with with information identifying one or 
more potential call members about pot e ntial ca l ls ; 

(ii) receiving a web page from the source, said web page having been selected 
based on an association in said record between said selected one of the stored 
web pages and information identifying a member of said call us i ng i nformat i on 
about tho ca l l ; and 

(iii) displaying the selected web page on the mobile telephone terminal. 

20. (original) A method as claimed in claim 19 where communication is established 
with the source by sending a command to a pre-defined web server address.

21. (original) A method as claimed in claim 19 which further comprises sending 
information about the telephone terminal to the source.

24. (new) A method of providing a web page to a member of a call, comprising the 
steps of:- 

(i) maintaining a record of an association between stored web pages and pre- 
specified time of day information; 

(ii) when said call is in progress, selecting one of the stored web pages based on an 
association in said record between said selected one of the stored web pages and 
the time of day of said call; and 

(iii) providing the selected web page to a call member. 

25. (new) An apparatus for providing a web page to a member of a call, comprising:- 

(i) a memory including a record of an association between stored web pages and 
pre-specified time of day information; 

(ii) an input arranged to access said stored web pages; 

(iii) a processor arranged to select one of the web pages, when said call is in 
progress, based on an association in said record between said selected one of the 
stored web pages and the time of day of said call; and 

said processor being further arranged to provide the selected web page to a call 
member. 

26. (new) An apparatus as claimed in claim 25 which is a web server. 

27. (new) A communications network comprising an apparatus as claimed in claim 
25. 

28. (new) A computer program arranged to control an apparatus in order to provide 
a web page to a member of a call, said computer program being arranged to control 
the apparatus such that: 
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(i) a record is maintained of an association between stored web pages and pre- 
specified time of day information; 

(ii) when said call is in progress, identifying a member of said call and selecting one 
of the stored web pages based on an association in said record between said 
selected one of the stored web pages and the time of day of said call; and 

(iii) providing the selected web page to a call member. ' 

29. (new) A method of displaying a web page at a telephone terminal, said 
telephone terminal comprising a web browser arranged to display web pages on the 
terminal, said method comprising the steps of> 

(i) on initiation or receipt of a telephone call by the telephone terminal, establishing 
communication with a source that has access to a plurality of web pages, each of 
the web pages being associated in a record with time of day information; 

(ii) receiving a web page from the source, said web page having been selected 
based on an association in said record between said selected one of the stored 
web pages and the time of day of the call; and 

(iii) displaying the selected web page on the mobile telephone terminal. 
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
